board of trade and chancellor of 
the exchequer. . .

After his wartime service with 
the U.K, government. Lord Gcddes 
accepted the vice-chancellor and 
princlpalship' of McGill but when 
Lloyd George pretested against his 
leaving British public service the 
then cancellor of McGIll, Sir Ro 
bert Borden, to whom the decision 
was left, recognized the British 
claim.

.■ Thus the burden of support for tlii? organ-' 
ization now rests on a budget supplied l)y the 
S.E.C. from Student Society foes. For this 
reason the S.E.C. thought it advisable to in- 
crease the budget for the Film Society $200 
over that of last year. 

Last Friday evening the audience at the 
Film Society consisted mainly of graduates 
(who are no longer aiding this organization) 
and of many people who have no connection 
with the university whatsoever. On the other 

. hand more than 200 .«tudcnfs were turned 
•way from the door— students who pay Stu- 



dent Society Fees which make the Film^fe. 
ciety possible. ' 

Two suggestions which I can make to im- 
prove this situation are: 

1. That only members of the Students 
Society be allowed in by showing their Under- 
graduate Society Cards and that. others be 
allowed in . only fifteen minutes before the 
film starts, if there arc vacant scat*. 

2. That the film be showTi on two succes- 
sive nights for anyone interested. However 
seeing that this would involve added expense 
for the Film ;Society, perhaps the S.E.C; could 
allot an additional grant from their estimated 
surplus of S7,500 to make this possible.
